Tub War in San Domingo. — B y the way of 
Jamaica wo have intelligence that the people of 
San Domingo are rising cn moss* against the 
Spaniards, to whom they had been transferred by 
the treachery of Santana. Already a rolRQ of 
terror is said to exist in some of the provinces, 
so violent ia the opposition, while the new police 
are dragging forth auppacted persons without cer- 
emony, to bo tried hy the Spanish authorities. 
The report of au insurrection in the province of 
Cibao is confirmed; and in addition we learn that 
the people of Moca, another province, have risen 
in arms against their foreign oppressors. A 
bloody engagement is said to have been fought, 
but the result is not mentionod. The Spaniards 
find their situation very perplexing, as their pre- 
sent force (ten thousand) is too small to effect the 
subjugation of the islands; while disease is 
breaking out among their troops. The Presi- 
dent of Havti and the people of that republic 
are making active preparations to carry on the 
war. A memorial to Queen Victoria, adopted by 
a public meeting at Kingston, Jamaica, expres- 
sing opposition to the annexation of San Domin- 
go to Spain, received three thousand five hundred 
signatures in a few days. 

VlCNE/i'BLA. — Advices from Caracas, Venezu- 
ela, are to .lune 1 3. There was some prospect of 
peace. General Paez. and staff, accompanied by 
tho Archbishop of Caracas and an escort of five 
hundred men, proceeded on a strictly peace mis 
sion to the valleys of Aragua and held interviews 
with several chiofs of the anti-government fac- 
tions, or federals, as they are called there. A 
temporary cessation of hostilities was promised 
until other chiefs in the l.istern provinces and 
their friends in Curacoa could bo communicated 
j with, and the basis of a peace r invention estab- 
lished. So far tho services of General Paez have 
been those no other man could have rendered to 
i that distracted country.

organised soino time hiuco at the village of Phila- 
delphia, in Ihb county, had, under the efficient 
training of (’apt. Robert K. Dunn, attained a high 
degree of discipline und aoldierly bearing. This 
company, feeling called upon by motives which 
we highly respect, to respond to the call of the 
Governor, afier duo preparation, handsomely uni- 
formed and armed with the niUbkels purchased by 
them last fall from the disbanded Palmyra com- 
pany, took up the lino of march for Boonville. 
i hey really presented a very handsome appear- 
anca. Rapidly and silently they pressed forward, 
oyer hills, through dales, and across prairies, un- 
til shortly they approached the ancient city of 
Paris. 

Aware of the pre-cnce of a goodly number of 
State troops at that point, and desirous to make 
as favorable an impression u|*on them as possible, 
and to set them a worthy example in discipline, 
Capl. Dunn, while vet some distance fretn the 
town, arranged bis men in true military style, 
nnd, with eyes right, head erect, perfect step, 
and guns glistening in the sun, the word was giv- 
en to advance in quick step. As tho head of the 
column pushed around a curve in the main read, 
the sentinel, posted at a short distance, espied it. 
Clapping spurs to his horse, he da died toward the 
town, and came thundering to the General's head- 
quarters, exclaiming, in the utmost alarm, that 
the Federal troops were right upon them. Mount- 
ing his horse in an instant of lime, the General 
called upon his soldiers to disperse, and told every 
fellow to take care of himself. 

Setting them the example, he plunged the 
spurs into bis steed, and in a time much 
less than it requires to write this, disHppeared 
from view, and the clattering of tlie heels of his 
charger died upon the car. The remainder of the 
troops escaped as best they could; some on horse- 
back, some on foot, some in the roads, many in 
the bushes. In a few momonts the town w as*do- 
serted save by its inhabitants, who, timidly and 
affrighted, peered around corners and out of doors 
ajar, and through window's. Presently Captain 
Dunn and his company arrived; but what was 
their astonishment to find the place deserted, 
their friends lied, and the Genorul non conieutibus. 

I hey had routed tho whole camp. This was 
Captain Dunn's first great victory', and a blood- 
less one at that. Mutual explanations followed 
among the company and citizens. Messengers 
wbre despatched to bring back Gen. Harris, but 
they returned, reporting that be was nowhere to 
bo found. It is supposed that he is running yet.

D. Wallen, Fourth In- 
f* i> try, commanding: Captain D. I.. Flo d Jones, 
Fourth Infantry; First Lieutenant, H B. Flem- 
ing, Ninth lulantry: Second Lieutenant J. N. 
Andrews. Fight h infantry. Capt. Wallen was in 
commeDd at Fort Cascades, Washington Terri- 
tory, where he was without a subaltern, and was 
his own Commisarv and L'uarterinaster. (ta 
H edneeeay, the 12th, be received the order from 
Col. Wright, commanding the district, to turn 
over all the public property to the proper depart- 
ments, and repair without delay to San Franci.-co 
and report. to Gon. Sumner. In forty-eight hours 
after receiving tho order, he reported to Col. 
Wright at Vancouver, with his company. Al- 
though Capt. Wallen is a native of one of the 
seceded States, bo is loyal to the Stars and 
Stripes. In a recent letter to a friend in Port- 
land he said: 

“As I was born in the South, it is expected by 
many that 1 would resign my commission in the 
United States Army throw oft* mv allegiance to 
the Federal Government, and join the arniv of 
tho Confederate States. Twenty- five years ago 
I waa api>ointed a u.det at the Military Academy, 
and after graduating at that institution, was 
commissioned an officer, and have remained con- 
tinuously in the sen ice to the present time, know- 
ing aDd revering but one tlig, the glorious stare 
and stripes of our Union. In mv long service I 
have witnessed so much to bind me with hooks 
of steel’ to that banner, and hive had so many 
benefits conferred upon me, that as an officer of 
the army and citizen of the United States I con- 
sider it my duty to support the Constitution. 
Next to that, my allegiance is due my native 
State, Georgia.”

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Hon. Joseph IIolt. — The Courier of Mon- 
day morning charges that the lion. Joseph 
Holt has demanded pay for canvassing the 
State. In answer to this, it is only necessary 
to say that no proposition has ever been made 
to Mr. IIolt to canvass the State, either now 
or at any former time, nor has there ever been, 
on his part, the least allusion to a demand for 
pay for his services to the cause of the Union 
in Kentucky. On the contrary he has under- 
taken to pay for objects in Kentucky, for which 
his Union friends would not permit him to pay. 

Again: The Courier charges that the lien. 
Mr. Holt disputed tho charge of an omnibus 
driver. Hundreds of the best men and women 
in this country have often acted similarly, when 
they felt that extortion was attempted uj»on 
them. But at no moment in Mr. Holt's life 
did anything of this kind ever occur with him. 
He never, at any time, had a dispute of any 
kind with an omnibus driver. A writer must 
be driven to utter desperation to resort to such 
things as this to injure aud defame a Ken- 
tuckian whose purity of life and disinterested- 
ness arc proverbial. 

Tending the great controversy of 1850 
it was intimated, if not directly threatened, by 
certain Southern Senators — especially those 
from Virginia and South Carolina — that il tht 
whole South ” would resist the compromise then 
advocated by Mr. Clay, because it did not fur- 
nish a sufficient guarantee of Southern rights. 
Referring to the probability of such resistance, 
Mr. Clay said : 

If a State chooses to assume the attitude of de- 
fiance to the sovereign authority, and set up a 
separate nation against the nation of twenty-nine 
States, it takes the consequences upon itself, and 
the question is reduced to this: Shall the twenty- 
nine yield to one, or tho one yield to the twenty- 
nine? Call it by what mystic name you please— 
a State, a corporation, a sovereignty — whatever 
force of a State is put in array against the au- 
thority of the Union, it must submit to the con- 
sequences of revolt, as every other community 
must submit when a revolt is made. 

And, then, to leave no room for doubting 
the sincerity of his own personal convictions of 
duty, he continued : 

If mv own State, lawlessly, contrary to her 
duty, should raise 1 he standard of disunion against 
the residue of the Union, 1 would go against her. 

I would go against Kentucky herself in that con- 
tingency. much as I love her. 

Subsequent to the passage of the compro- 
mise, Mr. Clay was invited to visit New York 
by a number of his friends, but, as he could not 
comply with their wishes, ho wrote them a 
lengthy letter, wherein he exposed, in a most 
masterly and unanswerable manner, the heresy 
of secession. It was amongst the last of the 
letters written at Ashland, And contained these 
words: 

But suppose wo should-be disappointed, and 
that the standard should be raised of open resist- 
ance to the Union, the Constitution, and the laws, 
w hat is to be done ? There can be but one possi- 
ble answer. The power, the authority, and dig- 
nit> of the government ought to be maintained, 
anil resistance put down at every hazard. 

* * * * « * * 
Tho duty of executing the laws and suppressing 
insurrections is without limitation or qualification : 
it is coextensive with the jurisdiction of the United 
States, and comprehends every species of resistance 
to the execution of the laws, ana every form of in- 
surrection, no matter under what auspices or 
sanction it is made. Individuals, public meet- 
ings, States may resolve, as often as their tastes 
or passions may prompt them to resolve, that they 
will forcibly oppose the execution of the laws, 
and secede from the Union. While these resolu- 
tions remain on paper they are harmless; but the 
moment a daring hand is raised to resist by force 
the execution of the laws, the duty of enforcing 
them arises, and if the conflict which may ensue 
should lead to civil war the resisting party, hiring 
begun it, will be resjnmsible for all the consequences. 

Wc reproduce these sayings now, because 
they were amongst the last words of counsel 
and warning which came from the noble ami 
venerable “sage of Ashland,” and were spoken 
to his countrymen under that solemn sense of 
responsibility which ho always felt. Trem- 
bling ns he then was upon the verge of the 
grave, and looking back upon the events 
which had occurred in his day, and having 
studied the character and motives of the actors 
in them, he foresaw, with his almost prophetic 
eye, that tho dissolution of the Union was ap- 
proaching and would bo consummated unless 
the slumbering patriotism of the country were 
aroused. No man had struggled harder 
than he, or imperilled more, to arrest 
tho progress of that torrent of party pas- 
sion which had swept over tho country; 
an<l as he felt the energies of his nature giving 
way beneath the great and herculean labors 
he had put forth for the salvation of the 
Union, standing, as it were, upon the edge of 
two worlds, he uttered these words of admoni- 
tion. Will his own great State, which he 
loved so much, and of which it was his con- 
stant pride to boast, heed them? Now, in this 
great crisis of the country, in the very agony 
of the Union, they are as words coming back 
upon us from the tomb, and they should sink 
deeply into every Kentucky heart. Let every 
Kentuckian read them, and when he shall have 
done so, let him submit to the decision of his 
honest conscience, the question, whether he 
will follow their teachings or those of the 
desperate taction now seeking to plunge 
his State into revolt, and place it in open 
and armed aud revolutionary resistance 
to the laws and authority of the Union. Mr. 
Clay loved his country better than he did his 
life, and he never saw the moment when, if 
the sacrifice had been necessary, he would not 
have given his life for it. But these misera- 
ble party tricksters, who are now— as if it were 
a Providential infliction— fastened upon the 
State, are utterly devoid of patriotism and 
have no ideas of duty beyond their own ad- 
vancement. Will Kentucky follow them be- 
yond the verge of that precipice towards which 
they have been pressing her with all their 
energies? Will sho willingly fall from her own 
proud position in the Union which our fathers 
formed, at so great sacrifices of blood and 
treasure — as poor old Virginia has done — 
and permit armies of traitors to march 
over her soil, and her fields to bo drenched 
with the blood of her children, and her homes 
and hearthstones ti be made desolate, and her 
prosperity to be wrecked, and her people, of all 
classes, to be overwhelmed and crushed with 
every variety of suffering and misfortune— for 
no other purpose, in God’s world, than to min- 
ister to the miserable ambition of a few des- 
perate men who have raised their parricidal 
arms against the Union because the patronage 
of the Government has been taken from them? 
This is the great momentous question to be 
decided at our approaching election. Nobody, 
who knows how loyally the heart of Kentucky 
has always beaten, will doubt its decision — ex- 
cept the faction who are endeavoring to ruin 
her, and they “would not be persuaded though 
one were to rise from the dead.” 



£3” A friend has enclosed us a printed cir- 
cular addressed by K. Stowers “to the voters 
of Pendleton county.” Mr. S. is the Jeff 
Davis candidate for the House of Representa- 
tives in Pendleton county against Win. Brann 
who represents tho Union party. 

The circular of Mr. 8. is one amongst a 
thousand evidences that when the secession 
malady takes hold of a man ho suddenly loses 
a clear perception ol the truth, ami evinces an 
entire inability to comprehend with even tol- 
erable accuracy the existing condition of pub- 
lic affairs. When an American citizen once 
conceives tho horrible and atrocious idea of 
destroying our blessed Union and plunging 
into war and revolution, he becomes political- 
ly a madman and a fanatic. lie knows that 
he is a traitor in heart ami has ceased to be a 
patriot, lie knows, that, unless his mischiev- 
ous scheme succeeds, he is doomed to disgrace 
of a far deeper dye than that which clings to 
the memory of Aaron Burr and Benedict Ar- 
nold. Hence, haviog passed the Rubicon, 
he dares not turn back; and, notwith- 
standing the repeated verdicts of the people 
for the Union, the nightmare of secession still 
haunts him. His disposition to create confu- 
sion and mischief increases instead of dimin- 
ishes; his perception of the truth grows dim- 
mer and dimmer; and, at last, in order to ac- 
complish his purposes, he is found resorting to 
the most wicked and inexcusable attempts to 
produce a panic amongst the people, and in- 
dulges in the most reckless misstatements of 
facts as well as the issues presented in the un- 
fortunate conflict now upon us. All of these 
different phases of the secession monomania 
are exhibited in the circular of Mr. Stowers. 

It is very evident that he is not the author of 
it. He has called to his aid some of his ram- 
pant writing friends; but he ought to know 
that his circular abounds in numberless errors 
of fact and unworthy appeals to sectional pre- 
judices. 

Mr. .Stowers says “madness rules the hour." 
Why did he not tell the people that secession 
produced the madness that rules the hour? 
since, but for the attempt of traitors and con- 
spirators to break up a good government with 
out any reason thcrcfoi, all would now be 
peace and happiness. And Mr. S. is tho 
chosen representative of these conspirators in 
Pendleton county. 

Mr. Stowers says: “I am for armed neutral- 
ity and peace. I am opposed to coercion, 
secession, and war.” How long has ho been 
for armed neutrality? llow long has he been 
against secession? lie was the secession can- 
didate for the Border Stato Convention in the 
Tenth District, and when Mr. Lincoln’s pro- 
clamation was issued he took bold ground, as 
we arc informed, lor immediate secession and 
denounced neutrality. Me was in favor of 
Kentucky going at once with the Confederate 
States, and therefore he was for war. And to 
such an extent did he favor secession, that, as a 
Director in the Covington and Lexington Rail- 
road, he consented, as we are informed, that 
Capt. Joe Desha’s secession company might go 
over the road without charge. The truth is, 
Mr. Stowers is trying to play a deep game 
with the honest yeomanry of Pendleton. 
Since the triumph of tho Union party on the 
1th of May aud the 20th of dune, the scales 
have fallen from his eyes, and he now hoj^es to 
lick into the Legislature by concealing the 
real purposes of his mind and heart, llis sud 
den change of front indicates that such is his 
object. No man can be a true Union man at 
heart who was willing to run on the ticket for 
the Border State Convention which opposed 
the ticket headed by Crittenden and Guthrie. 
The thing is impossible. And hence the whole 
spirit of Mr. Stower’s circular indicates, be- 
yond question, that he is a secessionist, and de- 
sires Kentucky so to act as pract ically to re 
nouoco her allegiance to the Union, llis cir- 
cular contains all the cant phnuscs of the se- 
cession demagogue, and labors to impress the 
people with the belief that Abe Lincoln is 
about to fasten the “clanking chains of slavery 
about their unwilling limbs! 

Although Mr. 8. says he is opposed to 
secession, he la!>ors to show that, our gov- 
ernment has become destructive of the ends 
for which it is established, and that, therefore, 
the people should exercise their inalienable 
right to revolutionize it. When, therefore, he 
says he is against secession and for armed neu- 
trality, ho evidently intends to say that he 
does not believe secession is legal and is at 
present for neutrality; but, dearly, when neu- 
trality can be safely abandoned, he is then for 
recobition and for Union with Jeff. Davis. In 
other words, Mr. Stowers resorts to the favor- 
ite secesssion mode of using words to conceal 
ideas. 

Mr. S. declaims most vehemently about the 
usurpations of President Lincoln, and yet 
there is not one single complaint from him 
about the usurpations of Jeff Davis & Co , 
who didn’t content themselves with one usurpa- 
tion of power, but made a wholesale business 
of it, and overturned in the Confederate States 
every part of the Federal Constitution. Pre- 
cious Mr. Stowers has no word of complaint 
about the attacks made by the Confederate 
States upon the United States, nor about the 
seizure of the Federal projicrty and money, nor 
about the destruction of Kentucky commerce 
on the Mississippi river. His whole complaint 
is that the Federal government didn’t permit 
Jeff Davis & Co. to destroy it without making 
any effort at preservation. The Federal gov- 
ernment has disappointed iu this respect the 
wishes of Mr. Stowers and his secession friends. 

lie makes an ungrounded complaint about 
the treatment of American citizens by the 
Federal soldiery in Missouri and Maryland, 
but he hasn’t a word to say about the vile and 
cowardly maltreatment of Union men in the 
seceding States. 

Says Mr. Stowers further: “Had the Presi- 
dent withdrawn his forces from Forts Sumpter 
and Pickens, as he promised to do, we would 
now have peace. ’ If the secession malady 
had not taken possession of Air. S.’s mind and 
heart he would have said that wo would now 
have peace if Jell*. Davis’s army had not made 
an attack upon Fort Sumpter and the gallant 
band of American soldiers therein rightfully 
placed. That fort was the property of the 
United States, and it was not used to destroy 
or injure any constitutional rights of any citi- 
zen of South Carolina. 

Wc have noticed Mr. Stowers's circular at 
greater length than it deserved, but we have 
been induced to do so from the fact that the 
arguments (?) he makes are common to seces- 
sion candidates and wc doubt not are circula- 
ting in printed form all over Kentucky. 

Wc are sorry to see Air. Stowers iu such bad 
company. lie is a clever, good-hearted mao, 
but in an evil hour the secession devil caught 
him anil we fear he is now beyond all hope of 
restoration. We will say to him that his cir- 
cular sounds very much like a collection of 
sentences which have been taken from the 
Louisville Courier from time to time. W«* 
hope he will pardon us for saying that his 
chance to have a correct political idea, after 
the secession malady has once obtained 
full control over him, is about as good as his 
chance for life after a railroad engine runs 
over his neck. 



A Mask or a Mystery. — Every passing 
development goes to show that the neutrality 
of the disunionists is cither a mask or a mys- 
tery too inscrutable for mortal comprehension. 
Our attention has just been directed anew to a 
case in point. 

Perhaps it is not generally known that the 
disunionists or so-called States Rights men 
of Kentucky have a regular platform; yet they 
have. The disunion members of the Legisla- 
ture and other disunionists met in the Hall of 
the House of Representatives about the time 
of the final adjournment of the Legislature 
and prescribed formally a creed for the party. 
The last article of this creed, or a portion of 
the last article, garbled and adapted in a bun- 
gling way from tho Address of the Union 
State Central Committee, is as follows: 

Kentucky having defined her present position 
to he that of strict neutrality, to maintain which 
the State should he fully armed, and her inten- 
tion to take no part in this unnatural war of co- 
ercion unless her soil is invaded; but if the enter- 
prise announced in the proclamation of President 
..incoln should at any time assume the aspect of 
a war for the subjugation of the seceding States 
by a military force, we do not hesitate to say that 
Kentucky should promptly unsheathe the sword in 
what will then become a common cause. 

Herein the disunionists amongst ns declare 
expressly that “Kentucky should promptly un- 
sheathe the sword”, if tho pending conflict 
should at any time assume the aspect of a 
war for the subjugation of the seceding States 
by a military force.” This is plain enough. 

The Louisville Courier of yesterday contains 
an article addressed to the task of showing 
that the pending conflict has assumed “the 
aspect” described above.

As 
she was not permitted to como above that 
jKiint, her cargo was discharged there, includ- 
ing a considerable quantity of tobacco, the 
property of our worthy fellow citizen tyick 
Atkinson. 

Tho Editor of the Louisville Courier under- 
took to justify tho whole proceeding on the 
part of the Tennessee authorities. He admit- 
ted that the boat was seized and tied up, but 
stated, absurdly enough, that it was with the 
full consent of her commander and owner, and 
added that the freight came directly forward to 
Louisville hy railroad without delay and with- 
out loss to owners or shippers. Some weeks 
after that we learned that Dick Atkinson’s to- 
bacco, instead of coming forward without de- 
lay, had, notwithstanding Dick’s personal 
visit to Alemphis, been taken back to New Or- 
leans. 

But Dick Atkinson’s tobacco, after all, bids 
fair, wc are informed, to make its appearance 
among us. A gentleman who had the honor 
of travelling with it tells us, that, on Thursday 
or Friday last, it came on the cars from Nash- 
ville up to the Kentucky line, whence of course 
it had to be hauled by horse or mule power to 
Bowling-Green. So tho tobacco, which, ns 
long ago as Alay or very early in June, the 
Courier told us had come forward without de- 
lay and without loss to shipper, is making its 
way hither in the middle of July. 

When it gets here, please, Dick, send us a 
chew. 

Smuggling. — Yesterday six boxes of cart- 
ridges and several thousands of caps came to 
Jeffersonville marked “II. Rousseau.” At 
Jeffersonville the name was scratched oft*, and 
a direction to some German name at Horse 
Cave substituted. The articles were deposited 
at the Express office in this city, and, we pre- 
sume, taken upon the Nashville Railroad last 
evening. 

These munitions of war arc no doubt bound to 
the Southern Confederacy. They should have 
b?en stopped, hut they were not. An unques- 
tionable duty was neglected. An unquestionable 
duty is frequently neglected. The proper vigi- 
lance and energy arc not exercised. There shonld 
be a change. Public justice and public opin- 
ion demand a change, it is not fitting, that, 
in these hard times, while honest men suffer, 
others should thrive by violating the laws and 
playing into the hands of the enemies of their 
country. 

Wc are told, that, since the stopping of the 
shipment upon the railroad, there has been a 
continuous procession of wagons to the Ten- 
nessee line. Is this thing to last? Shall offi- 
cials take pay for discharging their duties and 
not discharge them? 

The Kentucky State Guard in Ten- 
nessee.— A gentleman of this city, who was 
at Camp Boone near Clarksville, Tenn., last 
Saturday, says that there were then about 2,000 
members or late members of the Kentucky 
State Guard there, wearing their State Guard 
uniforms but having no arms. He says that he 
heard there were not leas than ;;,000 0 f the 
State Guard in Tennessee. 

Now these arc the young men that Ken- 
tucky has been at the expense of supporting 
in camps of instruction. She has paid for 
feeding and drilling and disciplining 
and arming them, and now they go 
oil by thousands and enroll themselves un- 
der the military authorities of a State at war 
with our Government, prepared to come back 
at a signal to invade Kentucky and aid in rev- 
olutionizing her. We tell you, fellow -citizens, 
that the congregating of the members of the 
late Kentucky State Guard upon the Kentucky 
border has direct reference to projected opera- 
tions in Kentucky. The secessionists may deny 
it, but, it they do, they deny what they know is 
true. 

Memphis paper asks what is to be the 
specific object of the U. S. army in its con- 
templated expedition down the Mississippi. 
We understand that one of its specific objects 
is to open tho way for free navigation down the 
river and the free circulation of the Louisville 
Journal upon the laud. A steamboat and a 
baggage ear, both tilled with Louisville Jour- 
nals, will be in the train of the big anaconda, 
to be distributed on all sides as fast us the ter- 
rible monster makes progress. 

It certainly seems to be a strange state ol 
s flairs when an army of a hundred thousand 
inen more or less is necessary to give free cir- 
culation to so good a paper as the Louisville 
Journal, but the refractoriness o! scccosionLu* 
bathes all the past calculations of mankind.

prominent and active secessionist, who 
resides or recently resided near this city, told 
a member of tho Dclph Guards that he and 
the other Kentuckians going to Tennessee go 
for the purpose of organizing to return to 
Kentucky. This same declaration has been 
made and implied and hinted hy dozens of tho 
armed emigrants to Tennessee. Their design 
of returning is uo doubt intended to be a deep 
secret, but there arc men among them who 
can’t keep secrets. 

Great numbers of young men who were re- 
cently in the State Guard, and many others, 
have gone to a camp just on the other side of 
the Tennessee line and on the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad, where they arc organizing 
under the command of Ilawcs, son of Richard 
Hawos of l'aris, and formerly captain of dra- 
goons in the army. Some shrewd persons are 
of opinion, that, when organized, they will 
enter Kentucky claiming to be Kentuckians 
and seize the railroad, bring on an affray, and 
perhaps undertake the conquest of the State. 
God knows they are capable of attempting 
anything. 

( )ne thing is clear: the sudden and general 
movements from all parts of Kentucky into 
Tennessee indicate a ducp conspiracy of some 
sort. Those movements arc not the result of 
the action of indc)>cndent minds. Their regu- 
larity and harmony show clearly that there is 
a directing power, a centre of control. Where 
or who that centre is, we cannot assume to 
decide. Our only counsel to our friends is to 
stand in rcadincs for whatever may happen.

Cavk City , Kv., July 12, 1861. 

Having travelled through ton counties in Ibis 
Stale, visiting tho county towns and principal 
places, I lir.d myself at tlie above named pHce 
en route for more southern Kentucky, via the 
Mammoth Cave. 

To say that 1 am surprised, astonished, or even 
disgusted, is not langu-ige sufficiently indignant 
to convey my extreme con tempt for the actions 
of some men that 1 find ia certain localities. 1 
visited tho chivalric town of Bloomfield, where 1 
fourd tho tri-colored emblem of rebellion, that 
insignia of incorrigible prejudice, heinous crime, 
and wanton misery, insultingly waving over the 
deluded citizens, who have wantonly suppress- 
ed the freedom of speech within their precincts 
and have already begun their intolerant proscrip- 
tions of all persons who c&nuot claim Kentucky as 
their place of nativity, or who will not utier’the 
Shiboleths of their rebellious parlv. At Hirds- 
town 1 found that the State Guard were not only 
secessionists, but so far b ivo they launched into 
this vortex of niadnoss that the writ Lings of the 
maelstrom have wrested the brass buttons 
with Kentucky’s motto from their coats aud tom 
the eagle from their caps. Again, at Elizahotl- 
town I found that the foil spirit of secession had 
roared ils accursed head; and numbers of the State 
Guard, who in order to procure arms took the 
oath to support tbu constitution of the Unite-! 
States and the constitution of Kentucky, all fresh 
drilled from Camp Joe Daviess, are daily leaving 
with their equipage to join the Southern army. 
I learned tbh from the most respectable and re- 
sponsible men that Hardin county affords, and 
from the same authority I have the following: 
Last week two men with three horses each, and 
oaeh horse with a neatly arranged pack-saddle, 
made their appearance on Nolin creek, near the 
Nolin Station, who were purchasing all the pis- 
tols, powder, cape, and bowie-knives that could 
be had at the cross-road groceries and stores in 
the country, stating that they had canvassed the 
country from the Tennessee line to that point 
(which no one would doubt from the appearance 
of their packs), and that the railroad should be 
opened for transportation, cost what it would, 
I^ast Saturday five wagons loaded with 
b,le rope and lagging, consigned to men 
in Franklin, passed through Buffalo. One of the 
bridges across Nolin creok being unsafe for 
heavily loaded wagon to move over, they went 
arouinl through a ravine, and one of the wagons 
was turned over, w hich was found to bo loaded 
almost entirely with coffee, having halo rope and 
bagging on top. Wednesday l wo wagons loaded 
w’itn bale'rope and bagging passed through New 
Haven, consigned to men in Franklin; two other 
wagons travelling in company with these, loaded 
with butter and sadlutrees consigned to men in 
Franklin, also paved through the same place. Is 
there not something very strange connected with 
this? First, that bale ropo and bagging should 
be consigned to men in Franklin and coffee found 
in tho wagons. .Second, that Franklin, hitherto 
commercially unkuown, should of a suddon be- 
come an emporium of trade. And, lastly, that 
the but mess men of that commercial mart can 
afford to pay a man three hundred dollars for 
hauling a tour horse load from Louisville to 
Franklin. I met a gentleman and family at this 
placo flying from t he reign of terror in Tennessee. 

A train of cars passed through Cave Uity on 
the loth inst., heavily laden with soldiers for the 
Southern army. Yesterday morning at half past 
three o’clock, they got breakfast in Bowl in j 
Green, none save t lie officers paying for it — the 
privates peremptorily refusing. Another train 
with al»out 100 men for the Southern army passed 
through this morning at the same hour. Is Gov.

Trading in Contraband Goons. — We learn 
from the Cincinnati Gazette of yesterday that a 
day r or two ago Collector Carson, of that city, 
espied on one of the river packets a trunk which 
looked as though it might contain “aid and com- 
fort.” It was marked Madison, Ind. Assistant 
Collector Pollock, in an interview with the Cap- 
tain of the beat, told him to put said trunk ashore 
at Madison, Ind., no matter where its owner 
might desire it to go. This was the last heard of 
the matter until Saturday last, when the Collec- 
tor was informed by telegraph that just before the 
boat reached Madison the owner of the trnnk be- 
came suddenly animat cd with a desire to proceed 
as far as Ixmisville. The Captain, however, re- 
fused to take the suspicious looking article bo- 
yond Madison, and, sending it on shore at tbal 
place, caused it to be searched. It was found 
to contain military goods, trimmings, &c. — 
enough to bedizen quite a squad of chivalry. It 
was seized and will probably be contiscated. 
At the Ohio and Mississippi depot at Cincinnati, 
on Saturday night, Mr. Carson saw a couple of 
persons whose facial appearancos betrayed tem- 
peraments not in keeping with those indicated by 
the extreme rotundity of their bodies. The col- 
lector being somowbat of a physiologist and a 
tolerably shrewd man withal, determined to in- 
vestigate this apparent “freak in nature” and ar- 
resting the obese twain, caused them to be 
searched, whereupon it was discovered that each 
of them wore in addition to his ordinary clothing 
a garment consisting of two military belts. In 
the possession of one a guitar box was discover- 
ed, and as i‘s owner didn’t look liko a inan 
who had music in his soul, it was opened l»y the 
official dignitaries and found to contain three 
handsome swords worth $30 each. The enter- 
prising individuals feeling that they bad been 
outdone in their contemplated game, acknowl- 
edged that the goods found with them were des- 
tined for the South via Louisville. 



Punning the Block a i»k. — It is no doubt true 
that many persons in this community arc active- 
ly engaged in the purchase aud sale of contraband 
articles. A correspondent of tho Indianapolis 
Journal, writing from Jeffersonville, sayf: “Your 
city b certainly' not entitled to her well-earned 
reputation for loyalty unless measures are taken 
to stop sales of arms by some of your citizens to 
a certain person, who has been twice detected 
here with pistols and swords, en route to Louis- 
ville. Some six or eight day’s unce this person 
endeavored to take to Louisville a box of pistol 
cartridges, made by .Smith & Wesson, B. J. Halt, 
Agent, N. Y. Last night the same person jumped 
off the Indianapolis tram when near the depot, and 
was arrested by the watchman of the Railroad Co. 
He offered to pay' the watchman if bs would open 
the gate and permit him to go out of the grounds, 
which was refused, and on bringing the jumper 
into the depot he had six dress swords, sale mark 
‘A. O. O. C.,’ two regulation swords, and six 
Whitney navy revolvers. It is possible some of 
your merchants may have beeu imposed on, as 
this person claims that he i.- a good ‘Union’ man. 
But his movements aro surely very suspicious. 
1 have been told that Quartermaster- General 
Vajon has sold some pistols that have 
come here. I don’t know who sold the swords 
and pistols, but it may not be out of place 
for all good Union doaleis in munitions of 
war to be more than ordinarily cautious who 
they sell to. The Union men of Kentucky should 
most certainly be woll armed, and I »m %-ary 
anxious such should be done, but It is a fact that 
all good l’n : on inen can get arms from those in 
Louisville that know them, and tho United States 
officer here knows well who are such. So you 
see there is no reason why any one person should 
make trip3 once or twice each week fiom Louisville 
to|Indianapolis expressly to buy' a few swords or 
pistols, if they are to be used only by tho Union 
men of Kentucky.” 



RIVER AND STEAMBOAT NEWS. 



Tho river is falling at this point, wilh three feet 
in the canal last evening. Considerable rain fell 
yesterday, and the weather is still damp and 
cloudy. 

At Pittsburg at noon yesterday the river was 
rising, with three feet nine inches in the cbannol.

Tiik State of Things in Arkansas — From a 
native of Arkansas, who, a few days since, ar- 
rived in Wheeling, Va., from that State, the 
Intelligencer learns that there are hundreds of 
Union inen — good, unconditional Union men in 
Arkansas, who are afraid to speak what they 
think. Everybody is in arms; for the man who 
refuses to join a company’ is regarded with sus- 
picion, and is not safe. In this state of things 
they have more men than they have weapons to 
arm them with. The people have no fear of slave 
insurrections, for the reason, that, all being 
armed, an insurrection could be more effectually 
crushed out now than any other time. The ne- 
groes know this. They aro also familiar with 
what is going on in the country; and in some 
neighborhoods aie surly, watchful, and evidently 
disposed to rebel if they d ired. 

From Pensacola. — The Montgomery Adver- 
tiser states that Governor Mooro, of Alabama, 
has just returned from a visit to Pensaoola, and 
reports I ho troops in good health. lie states that 
the coast is in no danger of inroads from the ene- 
my. The reinforcements at Fort Pickens has 
boen ascertained not to be so largo as reported, 
Billy Wilson’s Zouaves only having arrived, 
making the whole force of the Government at 
that point from one thousand four bund rod to one 
thousand eight hundred men. 



The Fast of Tisheiioth. — To day (the 
10th July) will be observed as a sacred anniver- 
sary by our Hebrew friends in commemoration of 
tbe destruction of Jerusalem and tbo Temple. 
According to their traditions on the 0th day of Ab. 
in the year 588 before Christ tbe city' and the Tom- 
ple were destroyed, and subsequently the Temple 
itself suffered destruction twice, once 70 years 
before Christ, and again A. I>. 14. The destroy- 
ing hand was first raised by Shaltnanasser, then 
by Nebucbadnezzer, and finally by Titus. The 
day is observed by the Israelites as a season of 
fasting and prayer, the failLful invoking the 
protecting hand of God in their wanderings, ami 
praying for final deliverance. There will be ap- 
propriate sei vices in the Symagogue. 

To hr Sent to Washington.— Acting under 
orders from the department at Washington, ic has 
beeu the custom of PoBtmasler Speed to deliver 
letters addressed to correspondents in this city, 
from tbe Southern Confederacy, and to forward 
the same character of letters to their proper des- 
tination when addressed to parlies elsewhere, 
charging three cents postage on the same when 
delivered. Acting upon an ordnr from tbe Post- 
office Department, our Postmaster will forward 
all letters addressed to points beyond Louisville to 
the Dead letter Office, delivering only such as 
are addressed to persons in Louisville.

Si' atb Guard. — The Hopkinsville Mercury 
ttys that Quartermaster Allensworlh, of the 
1'ennnessee troops, stated in that place on Thurs- 
day that five hundred of the Kentucky State 
Guard were mustered into the service of Tennes- 
see a few days ago. The Mercury learns that 
eight hundred more have encamped near Grays- 
villo, close to the line. 



Homicide at Somerset, Ky. — lloratio Owens 
was shot and instantly killed in Somerset, Ky., 
on the 5lh inst., by two of the Denhams.

Ho had boen in 
this country but two months, and embarrassing 
pecuniary circumstances led bim to commit the 
rash act. 

Gov. Wise Mortally Wounded. — The 
Wheeling Intelligencer of Saturday learns from 
a gentleman who arrived from Jackson county on 
Friday that it was confidently believed there that 
Wise was mortally wounded, as reported, near 
Sissonsville. 

CtTlntelliger.ee received in New York on Thurs- 
day says the ship Bamburg, that was ordered by 
tbe blockading tleet away from the mouth of the 
Missiiwippi, has gone to Galveston to land her 
cargo, which is .-aid to consist of arras and muni 
lions of war. 

Major General.— The Mississippian of the 
id inst. says Gov. Pettue has appointed General 
Reuben Davis major general of the army of Mis- 
sissippi, in place of Gen. Charles Clarke, appoint- 

d to a command in the Confederate army. 



Army Intelligence. — The New York Jour 
nal of Commerce of the 11th says that the U 
S. Arsenal at Frankford, Pa , has just sent to the 
ammunition headquarters a tremendous cargo of 
cipa, primers. &c. This establishment is one of 
tho largest of the kind in the United States. It 
covers about 60 acres of ground, and ii surround 
ed by a wall 10 feet high, and from 12 to 18 inch- 
es thick. Some lo,000 muskets have boen for- 
warded to the house for repairs. About 120,000 
percussion caps aro manufactured every six hours, 
the machines running night and day, Sundays 
not excepted. Thirty men and boys are employ- 
ed in the department whero friction primers are 
made, and turn out daily about 8,000 of them. 
These primers have worked up in them $200 
worth of material every 24 hours, and 3,000 
lbs. of acid are required to make the 3,000 
lbs. of powder us-h! iq making them. The man- 
ufacture of the Marporo primers has been stop 
ped by the Government. There are 30,000 lbs. 
of powder now in the Frankford magazine. 

The War Department has been informed that 
the Newport (Ky.) Barracks are not large onough 
to accommodate the 3,000 troops ordered there. 
It is thought additional quarters will be erected. 
Lieut. Col. Burbank, of the U. S. First Foot, 
who has been in command at Newport for over a 
year, has been ordered by Gen. Scott to repair at 
once to Jefferson Barracks, Mo., where instruc- 
tions as to his future movements will be found. 
The Colonel is a Vermont man. 

Tornado in Marion County.— A correspon- 
dent at Lebanon informs us that a fearful tornado 
passed t hrough the nort heastern portion of Marion 
county on Wednesday, the 10th inst., which up- 
rooted the largest timbor, injuring the growing 
crops, and prostrating fences, telegraph wires, 
and outbuildings. On the turnpike Lelow Lebi- 
fion a heavily laden wagon with the team was 
turned round in the road and the driver blovn 
over a fence hard by. Tbe roof of tho barn be- 
longing to Mr. Jas. F. McKlrcy was blown off, 
and various other buildings damaged. 



Igplt i* said that when Col. Tom Taylor was 
at Arlington House the other night with despatch- 
es from Jeff Davis, after he had been shown the 
fortifications and had gathered from tho perusal 
of the New York papers all tho information they 
contained respecting the nationnl forces, he was 
handsomely entertained with iced champagne, 
and that the ice especially seemed to delight him.

Kentucky Brigade for the Confederatf. 
States Service. — We find the following letter, 
dated at Clarksville, Tenn , July 12, in the Nash- 
ville Union and American of Sunday: 

I have just returned from Camp Brown, named 
in honor of the hunter of the “dark and bloody 
ground.’’ The camp is seven or right miles dis- 
tant from this point, one mile distant from the 
Clarksville, Memphis, and Louisville Railroad. 
This place was selected by Brigadier General W. 
T. Withers, who is now' organizing a brigade 
composed exclusively of Kentuckians for the ser- 
vice of the ‘‘Confederate States.” Gen. Withers 
has put forth every exertion to accomplish his 
end, and is succeeding beyond his own anticipa- 
tions. He has now in camp alxrat thirteen hun- 
dred voluntoors, Kentuckians, who are willing to 
sacrifice their lives for the constitutional liberty 
of the Confederate States. The only difficulty 
the Goneral is in is deciding which companies ho 
will accept, each officer being anxious to be first 
on the list. Gen. W ithers will have his full com- 
plement of men in less than two week*, lie is 
anticipating authority from the I’resident, ex- 
tending the number to three thousand. 1 believe 
firmly that he can got six thousand Kentuckians 
if he desired thorn. 

Gon. Withers is a native of Kentucky, was in 
the Mexican war, and hears upon his body now 
scars which ho received in that war. In height 
he is six feet two inches, spire made, something 
on tho stylo of the “old war horse” of the Her- 
mitage. Well might Lincoln exclaim, “1 do not 
like 1 his spare made Cassius. He thinks too 
much. 

Gen. Withers is an accomplished officer and a 
high toned gentleman.

The War in Missouri. — We received last 
evening a despatch from Little Rock by way of 
Memphis, professing to give tbe result of a col- 
lision between McCullough's forces and the Fed- 
eral troops at Springfield, Mo. Tho information 
is evidently incorrect, as wo find the following in 
the St. Louis Republican of Sunday: 

Capt. Smith, of one of the companies in Col. 
Sifters command, arrived in the city Saturday 
evening as bearer of despatches to tho military 
authorities here. He confirms in the main the 
statement of Lieut. Tosh in relation to the Fed- 
eral losses at the engagement near Carthage — 
placing thorn at ten killed, forty five wounded, 
and four missing. It was reported in camp that 
tbe State troops had lost as many as seven 
hundred, and that they were for two days bury- 
ing their dead. This we regard as highly ex- 
travagant. No one in Col. Si gel’s camp could 
well know the number of killed or wounded on 
the other side, as the Federal forces parted with 
the Sta'e troop3 at Carthage, whilst the battle- 
field was beyond that point, and all communi- 
cation probably cut off. 

Capt. Smith reports that after the fight near 
Carthage a guard of one hundred and tw enty men 
posted at Neosho was surrounded by the seces- 
sionists and compelled to surrender.' Tbeir arms 
were token from them and after subscribing to 
some sort of an oath they were released. 

There had boen no further engagement of any 
kind in that region up to tho timo our informant 
left, which was on Thursday morning. Colonel 
Sigel, with all his force, bad returned to Spring- 
field and 8g?ia taken up his quarters there. A 
message had been received from (Jen. Lyon sta- 
ting that he was near l»v and within a few hours’ 
march of Springfield. Capt. Smith ii confident 
that there are now at Springfield not less than 
12,000 troops. 

The Confederate Loan. — Now and then we 
hear the boast that the Confederate loan has all 
been promptly taken. We find the following, 
however, in the Memphis Appeal of Friday: 

The lion. Walter Brooke, the distinguished 
member of the Confederate Congress from Mis- 
sissippi, will addrea tbe plantain* and merchants 
of Memphis and vicinitv un Saturday, the 13th 
inst., at Odd Fellows’ Hall, in aid of the Confed- 
erate loan. We hope our merchants and planters 
will turn out and hear Mr. Brooke, and subscribe 
liberally to our Government loan.

LETTER FROM SECRETARY CHASE ON THE 
BLOCKADE AND COLLECTION BILL. 

Treasury Department, July 9, 1861. 

Sir: I have the honor to acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of your communication of the 8th instant, 
requesting my views in detail of the provisions of 
he “bill further to provide for the collection of 
dutieo on imports, and for other purposes.” 

The existing condition of things on the Missis- 
sippi river aDd its tributaries is an illustration of 
the propriety of the previsions of the first section 
of the bill. The port of entry is New Orleans, 
and the ports of delivery aro St. Louis, Ixmisville, 
Cincinnati. Pittsburg, Wheeling, and others. 
Duties under existing laws can be assessed only 
at New Orleans. They may be collected at the 
ports of delivery. All the officers necessary for 
tho assessment of duties on imports, such as ap- 
praisers, weighers, gaugers, and measurers, re- 
side at New Orleans, but none such are author- 
ized at ports of delivery. 

If the duties aro not ascertained at New Orle- 
ans, there is no power or means for ascertaining 
them elsewhere, and the first section of tbe bill 
provides for that exigency,bv giving such power to 
the surveyor of the port of delivery as will enable 



tivgue looking individuals, about whom, notwith- 
standing a kind of devil-may-care bearing, there 
seemed to bo a suspicious awkwardness of move- 
ment. 

To be a suspected stranger in Cairo just now, 
is equivalent to being arrested.

Stoutly demurring to any such proceeding, they 
sullenly returned to the lintel, the gentlemen, in 
charge of officers, being taken to a private room, 
while the woman, under the guardianship of sev- 
eral ladies, was spirited away to another part of 
the house. 

It was woll, in caso of this worthy trio, that 
tho “right of search” was insisted upon, far, 
firm letters found in their possession, General 
Prentiss became informed or some very impor- 
tant contemplated movements of the enemy, as 
well as with other matters of importance. 

Three letters wore found on the inen and one 
on the woman. One of the letters in charge of 
the men was from a St. Louis Captain in the 
Confederate army to Col. Brown of the Missouri 
regiment at Memphis. Tbe Col. was informed 
that himself (the writer) and Lieut. Howard (the 
fame, undoubtedly, who is new working in our 
trenches) would be wilh the regiment at Mem- 
phis in a few days reaty for the march into 
>Iiss< uri. 

Another letter was from a hardware house in 
St. Louis, enclosing a bill on certain parties in 
Memphis, for arms furnished to the rebels some 
time ago. 

The third epistle wa9 one in which the writer 
gave directions for the safe conveyance of de- 
spatches. 

But tbo richest letter of all, and really the 
most important one, was found by tho lady ex- 
aminers on the person of the woman. 

Some gay rebel Captain at Memphis had written 
to this woman (who, by tbe way, proves to be a 
‘woman of the town”) to hurry on to Memphis 
if she wished to soe him (the writer), as by i he 
10th of July the regiment to which he was at- 
tached was to move to Point Pleasant, Missouri, 
from whonce they were immediately to join forces 
with General Watkins, at West Prairie, for an 
attack on Bird’s Point. 

The letters wore detained by Gon. Prentiss, but 
the beautiful trio, ex-offic^r, epv, and s — t, with 
an admonition to hereafter keep away from Cairo, 
were sent on thoir several ways rejoicing. 



A Gloomy Picture. — A late number of the 
London Nows contains a letter dated at New Or- 
leans on the 30th of May — six weeks age — which 
gives a very gloomy picture of the condition of 
things at that place. We extract a portion of it: 
The condition of this country is distressing to- 
day, and gives rise to the most dreadful fears for 
the future. The war is, 1 am convinced, based 
upon no social necessity, upon no real rivalry be- 
tween the different sections of tho country; it is 
the result of political madness, of a struggle of 
individuals for persoual power ar.d material ad 



and the warehousing of imports. 

Tbo provision s of the second and third sections 
of the bill are, in substance, those of the first 
section of the act of 2d March, 1833, entitled 
“An act further to provide for the collection of 
duties on imports,” and are designed to provide 
for tbe emergency contemplated in that act. They 
do not g<’em to require any special comment ex- 
crpt to slate that an option is givon to the mas- 
ter of a vessel arriving with foreign merchandise, 
or owner or consignee of tho cargo (not given in 
the act of 1833) either to pay duties to the col- 
lector on shipboard or to enter ar some uifo-j j.ert 
where tho duties may be collected in the ordinary 
way. The connection between the courts of the 
8 ate and the United States bring broken, the 
provision confining tbo issuing of proc ess interfer- 
ing with the vessel and cargo in the custody of 
iho collector to courts of tho United 8tates would 
seem to bo proper, and, inderd, necessary, to tho 
collection of the revenue in the mode proposed. 

The fourth section of the bill gives to the Pres- 
ident the power to close a port of entry whenever 
duties cannot bo collected in tbe ordinary way or 
without too serious inconvenience and difficulty in 
the modes provided in the previous sections of the 
bill. The right to prescribe at what points com- 
merce shall l>e carried on, and duties collected, 
has been exercised by Congress from the origin of 
tho Government, in all the various laws creating 
collection districts and ports of entry and delive- 
ry. This section merely vests the President wi h 
the power, where it is impracticable or extremely 
difficult to collect duties at a port of entry, to 
suspend tho privilege of importation at that point, 
giving due notice of such suspension, and resto- 
ring the privilege when the emergency shall have 
ceased. In tho condition of thing* contemplated 
in tho fourth section, no other course would seem 
to be open without a practical abandonment of ef- 
forts to collect the revenue. 

The fifth and sixth sections of the bill refer to 
the same subject matter, and contemplate an or- 
ganized insurrection against the United States, 
embracing a State or a part of a State. To per- 
mit, under such circumstances, commerce to ilow 
uninterrupted in its accustomed channels, would 
only add strength to the rebellion. Its total ces- 
sation would bring with it a full sense of the loss 
and inconvenience to which their position subjects 
them. Being in a state of declared hostility to 
the United Statos, the property of the insurgents, 
and all property proceeding to their relief, would 
be liable to confiscation. But there may he indi- 
viduals or sections of a State so in insurrection 
that may entertain loyal sentiments, and to meet 
this contingency, it would seem proper to vest the 
President with tho power to permit, by special li- 
cense, commercial intercourse to be maintained 
with such individuals or sections: and such a pro- 
vision is accordingly inserted in the fifth section. 
It will be perceived, by reference to the sixth 
section, that ample notice is to be given before 
vessels belonging lo inhabitants of States in in- 
surrection can be seized for forfeiture. 

For the faithful execution of the provisions of 
this bill, should it become a law, ami of the laws

Rfmokkd Indian Troubles at Yellow 
Mkdk ink. — Tho town was thick yesterday with 
reports in regard to difficulties with tho Sioux at 1 George. 
Yellow Medicine. Some of the reports went so | closely 
far as to assert that the Indians had attacked the 
whites, killed several, and taken several others 
prisoners. 

Of course all this “information” is on a par 
with that of tbe same class which we are period- 
ically compelled to he«r just about the time an 
Indian payment is taking place. 

We have information from Yellow Medicine up 
to 4 o’clock P. M., July 4, about as late or per- 
haps later than any one, except newspaper folks, 
yes'erday possessed in St. Paul. 

On the morning of the 4th, Agent Galbraith 
held a council with the Indians, and told them to 
appear at 4 o’clock that afternoon and receive 
their provisions. They came at the hour, but 
none of tbe chiefs, except “Standing Buffalo,” 
condescended to receive the proportion allotted to 
their several bands. Tbe old claim of tbe Yank- 
tons, that tbe land ceded by tbe treaty of 1851 
belonged to them, was set up, and they claimed 
annuities for the last seven years. They refused 
to receive anything, and every Indian who was 
not classed as a soldier left the ground. One of the

More shells were throw n into the enemy’s camp 
yesterday, from two or three different points. 
They attempted no reply to our guns, evidently 
having none of so long a range; but they (ired a 
six p mod smooth boro at parlies of our skirmish- 
ers several times throughout the day. Our firing 
compelled them to strike their tents aud remove 
from their recent position. 

Recommit ering parties sent out in several di- 
rections returned with the report that the whole 
top of the muuntain is fortified, and roads cut 
through for their infantry and cavalry to take 
different positions. The sound of their axes was 
heard at intervals last night, all day vosterday 
and the night nefore. 

New' fortifications have beon discovered on the 
sides of the mountain and barricades on all the 
woods approaching. There is every indication 
that they are nreparing for a desperate struggl. 
on the top of the mountain. Thoir position there 
is almost impregnable and can only b« taken by 
artillery. Their pickets are down within half a 
mile of the camp. 

Our forces are occupying the hill where Mon 
day ’8 skirmish took place, and our skirmishers 
filling the woods and fields up the lino of their 
pickets and w ithin fair camp. Three nr four of 
their men are known to havo been killed vester- 
day. One of our men was shot dead a little over 
half a mile from their camp— John Houghton of 
Company I, Dlh Indiana regiment.

In a conversation 
between pickets the other day, they accused our 
men of lying, because they told them that our 
troops were volunteers. They swore no volun- 
teers could stand fire as our men did. Pickets 
often talking to each other curse one another till 
they can get sight, and then fire. Our men have 
killed and wounded at least four to their one thus 
far. 

Another man of ours, it is 9aid, was killed last 
night, but no report has yet been received. It is 
hoped permission will soon be granted to attack 
the rebels without waiting for Gen. McClellan. 

The artillery are bombarding their camp again 
this morning. 

lo the Editors ot the Ijovisville Journal: 

Shelby co., Ky., July 11, 1861. 

Dear Sirs: I left Clarksville, R< d River coun- 
ty, Texas, on June 1 7th, 1861, ami travelled in 
private conveyance to Pine Bluff, Ark. Thence 
Icanio bv water to Louisville, and from thore 
home. On my way down tho Arkansas river on 
the steamer Little Rock, I was in company with 
some officers, who had fifty-eight men, mostly 
Irish, with United States arino, obtained from the 
Little Rock arsonal, all on tbo way to Memphis 
to offer themselves to (ion. Pillow. The cap- 
tain s name was Jim Johnson, a/fine looking man, 
of about thirty or thirty- five years of age In 
the dining-room of the boat was a flag with a 
crimson ground, fring'd with golden bordering. 
On one side was a cross of cloveu stars, thus: 



over which was worked the well-known motto, 
“In hoc signo vincee.” I admired the beauty of 
the work, and was sorry only to know that too 
many would trust in the symbol when they should 
trust in the merits of llim who bore it for them. 

But now came a mystery: On the opposite side 
was a beautiful wreath enclosing a croton , in 
which are set eleven stars. Now, not being used 
to this sort of a banner, I inquired what was the 
meaning yf these symbols, but although I asked 
the officers of the company who owned, and 
whose captain, I was informed, planned it, and 
bis wife’s delicate hands constructed il, rot, with 
all the many endeavors I made to obtain a solu- 
tion of the mystary, I was mado none the wiser, 
and am now" writing to you to see if your far- 
seeing eye and acute intellect can discern tho 
matter and solve tho riddle. Perhaps vour 
neighbors of the (Courier can do so for us, for I 
learned from one of tbe officers that he and the 
Captain were members of the K. G. C.’s. “And 
who are they?” aiked I. “Whv, you see,” said 
he, “they aro an order for the defence of South- 
ern rights and t* e upholding of tho Southern 
Confederacy.” I was left to make what 1 could 
out of the blind side of the bannor. Do try to 
explain it. 

The crops in Southern Arkansas aro not at all 
well attended as “the boya have all gone off to 
the war.” I found all the forces, including 
McCullough, moving to the Missouri border with 
tho avowed design of “pulling her out.” Tbe 
officers, on learning that I was a Kentuckian, de- 
sired me to enii-st, aud assured me that Kentucky 
would soon have arms and be able to assert and 
ijittain rffrhi*. ( declined enlisting, bow- 
er. 

They got one man in and paid bis waj’ to Mera- 
>bis, where ho gave them the blip for a while, 
rat was lodged in jail, and, as I heard some of the 
company eav, “will be shot, certain.” 

I saw the fortiticutkns along tho Mississippi at 
Memphis, Randolph, and other points, and heard 
many of tbe vilest oaths and saw many of the 
Wickedest and most beastly drunken soldiers that 
all Jeff Davis’s army can afford. I heard them 
make the worst kind of threats towards Kentucky 
and Missouri, and in fact to every one who di*)'s 
not ultimately give in and call Jeff Davis the 
‘Savior of the South.” 

In passing thiough southwestern Kentucky, 
from Columbus to Paducah, I was sorry to see so 
many secessionists. If that part of Kentucky is 
not attended to soon it will be utterly vain to at- 
tempt ever to make her love the Union. She is 
>tten to the core now. Some Union men in there 
voted for Burnett because the other candidate 
would not sav he'd vote against “mon and money. ” 
And besides that, they told me there at Paducah 
that manv men did not vote through fear. 

At Paducah on tho afternoon of July 2d, I saw

there a day or two after. While at the wharf a 



lady (?) was parting from her beloved. As the 
boat moved off, she stamped her foot audsa. “1 
wish Abe Lincoln was in tbe bottom of hell. Up 
to that time 1 had thought I was in tbe Union 
once more, but 1 didn’t feel sc till I got on the 
Dunbar at whose mast head floated the first llag 
of my country that I’ve seen r..y o hi Novem- 
ber, when the Texans hoisted the old republic 

lone -star” flag. 

The nearest to a Union t>a, »-r that 1 saw in 
T^xas, from tho middle cf May till I left, was the 
Courier. The amount of falsehood now abroad 
in the South is truly wonderful, and the credulity 
of the masses is proportionately distend ed. It is 
firmly believed tnat the Union is a nonentity, 
Lincoln a tyrant with one foot on the neck of 
Maryland, and the other on that of Missouri, 
while his hands are employed in fettering Ken- 
tucky. They say that two thirds of Kentucky 
are secesh and only want arms and a chanco 
t> secede. I asked how they accounted for the 
immense majority for Union. “Oh, my dear sir, 
that’s only to blind old Abe till they can get arms 
to maintain their rights.” W.

New Y'ork, July 14. 

Secretary Chase has received a notice from the 
President requesting that the nomination of Ru- 
fus F. Andrews be sent to the Senate, as Surveyor 
of the port of New York. This settle^ the list of 
principal officers. 

The Tribune translates from tbe Cienfuegos 
correspondent of tbe Havana Diaro, of the 'Jth 
inst., an acconnt of the operations of a rebel pri- 
vateer. It says that on the 6th inst. the pri- 
vateer Sumpter brought into port six prizes and 
cargoes, which consist principally of sugar ami 
molasses. The acting Governor reported the oc- 
currence to tbe Civil Govern* r. It wa9 reported 
that the commander of the Sumpter demanded, 
as the cargoes were Spanish, they should be im- 
mediately unloaded and the vessels delivered to 
him to ho destroyed and tho cargoes kept until 
the Confederate government declares if they were 
legal prizes. It appears to be questionable. 

The Civil Governor ordered the Sumpter to 
leave the port immediately, and said ho should 
retain the prizes till tbe determination of her Ma- 
jesty’s government should he known. 

It is almost certain that the privateer captured 
the vessels above mentioned within waters urd *r 
the jurisdiction of Cuba, aud within three nauti- 
cal miles of the coast.

Brigadier- General Hurbnrt has issued a proc- : 
Uniat ion to tbo citizens of Northeastern Missouri, 
denouncing false and designing men who are seek- 
ing the overthrow of the Government, and warns 
them that the time for tho toleration of treason 
has passed, and that tho men or body of men who 
venture to stand in defiance of the supreme 
authority of tbe Union, peril their lives in the 
attempt. He says the character of resistance 
which lias been mad* is in strict conformity with 
the source from which it originated — cowardly 
assassins watch for an opportunity to murder, and 
become heroes among their associated bands by 
slaughtering by stealth those whom opsnly they 
dare not meet. This system, unknown in civ- 
i!iz-sd warfare, is the natural fruit which treason 
bears. The process of Criminal Court:., Adminis- 
tered in disaffected districts, will not cure this 
system of assassination, but the stern and imper- 
ative demand, the military necessity and duty of 
self- protect ion, w ill furnish a sharp and decisive 
remedv in the summary justice of a Court 
Martial. He guarantees protection to all peace- 
tie citizens who remain in discharge of their 
duty, but urges the necessity of their organizing 
and taking part in reconstructing tbe frame of 
society. He doses by assuring the people of 
Northeastern Missouri that the United States, 
though preferring quiot and uniform obedience to 
law, are yet ready and abundantly able to iuforce 
compliance and to inflict, if necessary, the ex- 
treme penalty on all active and known traitors. 

Washington, July 15. 

An official despatch has been received at head- 
quarteis f om Gen. McClellan from Huttonsviile.

From New Mexico.— T he latest account* from 
New Mexico state: 

Col Van Dorn, of the Southern army has giv- 
en order* for the garrisoning the Mveral ^ort»on 
the line of El Paso and San Antojio road, vaca- 
ted bv order of Gen. Twiggs. Two 
to be stationed at Fort Davis, one at Fort Quit 
man. and four at Fort Bliss. 

We have reports here that the Comanche# have 
stolen the entire herd of train mules belonging to 
Messes. More & Reese. Last week they killed a 
herder of Mr. Metzeker of Mom, and drove off 
some of his i>eef cattlo. It is not more than a 
month since those Indians signed an armistice 
with the United States authorities, pledging 
“their lives and sacred honors” to abstain in fu- 
ture from molesting the persona and property of 
the whites. 

Indian treaties are seldom worth the paper on 
which they are written. 

Mr. ani> Mrs. Dickens Reconciled;— A 
London correspondent says: 

Let us trust that we shall hear no more of in- 
compatibility. The fact is that Mrs. Dickens is a 
plain, matter of fact, sensible woman, without 
any literary tastes, and who, possibly, has not 
read the whole of her husband’s novels. It seem- 
to me that this is just the sort of a wife that a 
hleriUeur should have, seeing that they could not 
come in one another's way; but Dicken thought 
otherwise, and sees, 1 suppose, in the happy rela- 
tion that exists between Sir Kdwaid and Lady 
Bulwer, a proof of the happiness which muH 
arise when an author and an authoress are united. 
But Dickens is getting older, and therefore wiser, 
and sees that he w ill be most happy in the society 
of the mother of his family. 



Proposed Expedition to Soitii Carolina. 
Late in the fall, when the warm weather moder- 
ates, and the region becomes healthy for North- 
ern troops, South Carolina must be invaded un 
less the rebels previously submit and lay down 
their arms. And the invasion must not be by 
Chrrleston, which would involve loo great a sac 
ribce of life — but a far better port, seventy- live 
miles further 9outh, though not so well known. 
We refer to Port Royal harlior, lifty miles from 
Savannah. It is a safe and commodious port, and 
the shallowest part of the channel to it has about 
twenty feet of water. Beaufort lies up the Port 
Royal* river, sixteen miles from the sea, and situ- 
ated on the island of Port Royal. From Beaufort 
to Charleston there is inland water communica- 
tion by the inleta for vessels drawing eight or 
nine feet. 

This was originally the chief port of South Car- 
olina; but it was superseded oy Charleston on 
account of the latter having superior water com- 
munication to the interior by the Ashley and 
Cooper rivers. The railroad, however, is a more 
rapid mode of transit than water, and by it Port 
Royal is destined to he restored to its original po- 
sition. A new railroad, tapping the Augusta anti 
Charleston Railroad at Branchville, would con- 
nect Port Royal with all the railroads in the State. 
The district in the vicinity is very fertile, and 
only railroad communication is wanting to enable 
this place successfully to compete with, and even 
to surpass both Charleston and Savannah. It 
abounds with slaves — in fact they are far more 
numerous than the whites. 

By landing a force of twenty-five thousand 
men at P< i rt Royal the whole State could be re- 
duced, and Charleston city could be taken in the 
rear and captured as it was once before by the 
British. A communication being thus opened 
into the very heart of the Southern States, rein- 
forcements c«<uld be forwarded, and a strong col- 
umn could form a junction with the Federal col- 
umn advancing from the Southwest, and thus, di- 
viding the South iuto two unequal halves, and 
turning hack upon North Carolina and Virginia, 
they would sweep the rebels as with a net into 
the* very jaws of the army on the banks of the 
Potomac.— N. >*. 1 1 tv all. 



Rearing Children. — F irst — Children should 
not go to school until six years old. 

Second— should not loam at home during that 
time more than the alphabet, religious teachings 
excepted. 

Third — Should be fed with plain, substantial 
food, at regular intervals of not less than four 
hours. 

Fourth — Should not be allowed to eat anything 
within two hours of bedtime. 

Fifth— Should have nothing for suppor but a 
single cup of warm drink, such as a very weak 
tea of some kind, or cambric tea, or warm milk 
and water, with one slice of bread and butter; 
nothing else. 

Sixth -Should sleep in separate l>eds on hair 
mattresses, without caps, feet first well warmed 
by the fire or rubbed with the hands until per- 
fectly dry; extra covering on the lower limbe, 
but little on the body. 

Seventh --Shon Id i»e compelled to be out of doors 
for the greater part of daylight, from after break- 
fast till half an hour before sundown, unless in 
damp, raw weather, when they should never be 
aliowed to go outside the door. 

Eighth— Never limit a healthy child as to 
sleeping or eating, except at supper; but cerapel 
regularity as to both; it is of great importance. 

Ninth— Never coo pel a child to sit still, nor 
interfere with its enjoyment, as long as it is not 
injurious to person or property, or against good 
morals 

Tenth — Never threaten a child; it is cruel, un- 
just, and dangerous. What j'ou have to do, do 
it, and be done with it. 

Eleventh — Never speak harshly or angrily — 
but mildly, kindly, and when really needed, 
firmly — no more. 

’ Twelfth — By all means, arrange it so that the 
last words between you and your children at bed- 
time, especially the younger ones, shall be words 
of unmixed affection . — Journal of Health. 

The Princess of Camlrridge . — The Princess 
Mary of Cambridge, whose betrothal to the Duke 
of Newcastle has been announced, is a very come- 
ly personage, but very stout- -so stout, in fact, 
that she finds crinoline entirely superfluous ex- 
cept around the bottom of her r-kirt ; and it is oaid 
that it has been necessary of late to enlarge the 
door of her carriage. A marriage was prepost 
between her and victor Emmanuel, and he was 
delighted at the prospect of a connection with the 
royal family of hugland through the owner of eo 
charming a face as that of the portrait which was 
shown to him.

Hirsts for the Government. — One thousand 
horses arc wanted by the government from this

”8 Pierpoint street, Brooklyn. At the National 
Stables yesterday thirty-one army horses were 
chosen from a considerably larger number offered. 
Sound horses, between the ages of five and eight 
years, at least fifteen and a half hands high, and 
well broken, are received, and the maximum 
rate of one hundred and thirty dollars paid. Some 
were yesterday bought at a Ies9 price.
